The Relief 


Of 


Muscle Pain 


The treatment of external pain has 
been a problem of man since his 
caveman days and some of the earliest 
recorded treatments were for the relief 
of pain. 
All persons in a healthy state have 
about the same ability to percieve pain, 
but the intensity of pain is seldom 
proportional to the severity of the in­ 
jury. The intensity of pain will increase 
with fatigue, anxiety, fear, illness or 
boredom. Anticipation of pain will also 
increase the amount of pain, such as a 
shot in the doctors office. Racial dif­ 
ferences to pain sensitivity have been 
observed and there is also evidence that 
red heads are more sensitive to pain 
then blondes and brunettes, and that 
blondes are more sensitive than 
brunettes. In fact, they have found that 
what may be a mild discomfort to one 
person may be sheer agony to another. 
The treatment for the relief of 
muscular 
pain 
by 
over-the-counter 
products hasn’t changed in years. I 
don’t care what television says about 
how great one product is, they have all 
got essentially the same thing in them. 
Mostly, they use a class of drugs 
called counterirritants. In this class 
falls the volatile oils and can be 
anything from oil of w intergreen 
(M ethyl sa licy la te), m enthol, and 
camphor to red pepper or mustard oil. 
Even turpentine oil was used in the 
days of the early west with excellent 
results. 
This type of drug works by producing 
heat, increased blood circulation, and 
the massaging action that occurs when 
you rub the stuff “into the skin’’. About 
the only new idea to come along is 
aspercrem e, 
a 
lotion 
containing 
aspirin, which offers some relief and 
yet doesn’t smell to high heaven. I don’t 
know if it works as well as the 
“bengays’’ and “deep heats’’ and the 
thousand other drugs of this type, since 
aspercreme will not give the heat that 
the counterirritants do.

plate. An all-purpose ex­ 
tinguisher 
equipped

handle A, B and C fires is 
adequate for most household 
uses. 
Extinguishers should be 
located and installed for 
easy use. They should be 
placed in areas of potential 
fire hazards, but never on or 
near furnaces, stoves or 
equipment which couldn’t be 
approached in case of fire. 
Make sure all members of 
the family know how to use 
fire extinguishers. 
Hold 
family practice sessions. Be 
sure to purchase a re-charge 
kit. or let a professional re­ 
charge the extinguisher for 
you after a practice session. 
In addition to avoiding 
unsafe practices and having 
a fire extinguisher available, 
its vital that you and your 
family make an escape plan 
in the event of fire in the 
home 
Plan two escape routes. 
Hallways and stairways are 
often blocked by heat and 
smoke, so you need alternate 
exits from every room in the 
house This usually means a 


window. 
If you have to exit through 
a window. be sure the door is 
closed behind you 
Open 
windows can cause drafts 
that fan fire. And if a window 
won t open, knock out the 
glass or screen with a chair 
or dresser drawer. Use a 
shoe or the chair's leg to 
clean jagged glass from 
frame and sill 


Teach all family members 
how to fire-test a door ... and 
stress that, in case of fire, 
they should never leave a 
closed room without testing 
the door first Fire-testing 
means feeling a door near 
the top with the palm of your 
hand to see if it s warm. If it 
is, don't open it! And, even if 
it isn t. open the door only a 
crack. If there s a hot draft 
or any pressure against the 
door, slam it shut 
If smoke is heavy as you 
exit, crouch as you hurry 
along while covering your 
nose and mouth with a towel 
or pillow . 
No home is fireproof, but 
good construction, 
good 
equipment 
and 
good 
maintenance can reduce the 
risk If you're planning to 
buy a
